Cold-blooded sciente is too much 


for the embryo astronomers who 
have been gazing at Venus for the 


past two months, It was hard to 


admit that it was not the Star of 
Bethlehem after all the metaphors 
that has been invented about the 
heautiful and erratic wanderer of 
the heavens. The supposed period- 
icity of the Star of Bethlehem of 
315 years, according to some raiher 
shadowy starting points in the cal- 
culations, occurring in the latter 
part of the year 1887—just when 
Venus was assuming ber greatest 
brightuess—it was natural that our 
flaming neighbor be mistaken for 
the long-looked for star that is said 
to have stood watch and ward over 
the little village of Judea. But it 
is only Venus, who for two months 
has been brilliant and beautiful; 
the unexcelled queen of the 
heavens, and the morning star of 
creation. Venus, having its orbit 
within that of the earth, is only 
visible as morning or evening star, 
according as she is east or west of 
the sun, and far enough removed to 
be seen before sunrise or after sun- 
se.. The balance of the time she is 
so near the sun that she is lost in 
the rays of that great luminary. 
The planets belonging to our so- 
lar system are Mercury, Venus, 
Earth, Mars, Jupiter, Crauus, Sat- 
uru and Neptune. They are named 
in the order of their distance from 
It will be seen that Mer- 
eury is the first planet that goes 
booming around the sun aud Venous 
marks out the second royal path- 
way. Next comes the earth and 
then the others iu the order named, 
each one in its ellipiical course, at- 
tuned in majestic harmony to the 
music of the spheres, swineing 
through space among the clock- 
Werk of stars. 
son of Venus with the 
earth wall give us a better general 
idea of the planet than anything 
else, The mean distance of Venus 
from the sun is 67,000,000 miles; the 
earth, 92,000,000. Venus is 7,588 
miles io diameter, travels around 
the sun once in 224 days and makes 
u diirpal revolution in 23.32 hours. 
The diameter of the earth is 7,912 
miles, sidereal revolution 365 days 
and diurnal rotation 23.93 hours. 
It will be seen that there is a close 
similarity between the two planets 
us regards to siz and revolution. 
As morning star Venus will soon 
disappear. She rises |» fer and later, 
keeping * a coutinual retrograde 
motion, u about six months she 
will have fallen so far tehind (ap- 
parentiy) that she will appear as 
evening star, but not so brigbt as 
for the past two months. During 
the latter part of next Summer, 
when swains whisper nothings into 
little pink ears as the twilight be- 
gius to deepen and hearts and stars 
seem to draw very close together, 
Venus will peep at them through 
tbe tree tops and sbine night on se- 
rene and beautiful as ever. 
Speculative astronomy is about 
the exteut of all investigations in 
regard to the Star of Bethlehem. 
Seme astronomers ciaim that the 
eubject is theological. Tycbo 
Brach, ia the year 1572, discovered 
u vew star whien suddeuly assumed 
great brightness, but in two years 
faded entirely out of sight. This 
was before the telescope was ino- 
vented. Some acevunts exist of 
eimilar astronomical occurrences 
inthe years 1264 aud 945. With 
this much asa basis the following 
calculations were made: Zero, or 
the begiuuing of the Christian Era 
when the Starof Bethlehem was 
said to have first appeared; the 
years 315, 630, 945, 1264, 1572 aud 
1887 or 1888 (nearly). There is a 
ghost of a chance that there is such 
a ting as the Star of Betbiehem. 
It would be reasovable for astrono- 
mers to expect that if it appears at 
all it will be found in the same 
place noted by Brachs (in the Con- 
stellation Cassiopeia nur@ of the 
Zo:line). A faint star, visible only 
with the aid of the telescope, has 
ap eared in this exact locality in 
the heavens. It is being 3 
observed by astronomers and will 
probably settle much speculatio’.

United States were to have bull 


calves that would reach maturity, 
they would produce 48,400 such 
bulls. These would be less than 
one-sixth of the number which 
might be profitabiy used for the 
immediate improvement of the 
cattle of this country. Te furnish 
all the bulls wanted for that work 
750,000 cows of high breeding 
would be needed. There are now 
in the country 116,000 cows of all 
ages of such breeding, or 634,000 
less than might be profitably used | 
to the great advantage of producer, 
middleman and consumer. Among 
horses, swine, sheep, poultry and 
other stock the percentage of ani- 
mals of pure breeding is doubtless 
no greater than it is among cattle. 
It is therefore clearly evident that 
there can be no over-supply of 
stock of pure blood. 

In the United States are some 
50,000,000, mostly “scrubs.” In the 
whole land there are less than 200,- 
000 cattle registered, or eligible for 
registration as being of pure 
pedigrees. This is an average of. 
one of pure blood for every 250 
eattle. There are in the country 
58,000 bulls, and 116,000 cows of all 
ages and pure breeding. These 
well-bred cows will require the 
services of not less than 3,000 bulls 
of like breeding. This would leave 
55,000 bulls which might be used 
on the 12,000,000 grade and scrub 
cows in the country, for the im- 
mediate improvement of their 
young, to the great advantage of 
all concerned. There would be 
then an average of only one purely 


bred bull for every 218 cows not 


pure in blood. Six times that 
number of bulls will be needed for 
the work.
